ing to congress, but now of Kansas 
City, was written of as follows in 
the editorial columns of the Kansas 
City Journal Tuesday morning: 
“ Judge John F. Philips, who cel­ 
ebrated his eighty-second birthday 
tin* other day, attributes his lone* 
o\ it\ lo the violation of every ac- 
cepted rule of health . Fie smokes 
when he wants to and drinks alco­ 
holic liquors when he likes. 
He 
takes Iii tie exercise. 
F a r from be­ 
ing com post'd and serene under all 
circumstances, he is a man of fiery 
temper. 
Yet he is an octogenarian 
and ins physical and m ental vigor 
are such that there seems no rea­ 
son why he should not become a 
centennaiian. 
“ All of which is additional evi­ 
dence, ii any were needed, that the* 
elixir of life is still an elusive thing. 
netter public hygiene and increased 
medical knowledge* has m aterially 
lengthened the average span of life 
by preventing many deaths among 
the youth which would have been 
due to ignorance. 
Bu t science has 
not yet penetrated the 
secret 
of 
lengihilling life beyond the three­ 
score and ten limit set by the pro­ 
phet. 
Professor Metchnikoff; who 
believed that drinking 
sour 
milk 
would make Methuselahs of us all, 
lived to bo barely 71—a ripe old 
age. lo be sure, but not un uncom­ 
mon OU4'. 
“ Chauncey Depew, 
who 
is 
jog­ 
ging along toward 83 and enjoying 
life immensely, holds thai dying is 
all a m atter of habit. 
ID* blames 
menial suggestion for the prosper­ 
ity of the undertakers. 
The Depew 
philosophy is that a man thinks he 
oughi to begin to disintegrate when 
he turns 6e, and for that reason 
and that reason alone he is likely 
lo do so. 
But ihen there may 1)4* 
pointed out tile no less distinguish- 
4‘ti example of Dr. W illiam Osier. 
Dr. Osier, who was made famous by 
a remark to the effect that all men 
were useless after th e -forties and 
ouglu to be chloroformed, is now 
67 arni hale and beany. 
Not even 
so radical a suggestion as his own 
has shortened his life. 
“ Tin* truth of the matter seems 
to he that mankind is as much at 
a loss as ever for a specific guar­ 
anteed to promote longevity. 
W e 
have learned a great many ways 
to shorten. life. 
But we ate still in 
tilt* dark as to a sure means of 
lengthening it beyond 
the 
point 
mentioned by the’ prophet. 
A hint 
may lie obtained, however from the 
examples cited, diverse as they are. 
Thai is to work hard, but not too 
hard to have time for some fun as 
you go along.
